By The General 



IHAVE'dedded to sehd'a^special 
mission oi relief and. succour to 
Belgium. I hope not only to help 
our own people in this time of 
awfuLtrisJi.feutto do something £cr ^ 
otheh,'-atid thus, by God's help, to 
bring; a little cheer and light tn the 
Name of the Lord to the people. So 
far as I know no other agencies 
have undertaken similar work in that 
Name, but if they should do so there 
15, God knows, plenty of room. I 
feel that^The Army has in any case 
Its own part to play, and that a re- 
markable opportunity has. opened 

the prayers and practical co-opera- 
tion of the readers of "The War 
Cry" in this effort. 

informatioo which has reached 
me, from reliable sources goes to 
show that the condition of'^largp 
parts of the population is simply 
ghastly in its utter misery =nd hor- 
ror. The country is now largely 
under the heel of the invader. The 
industrial life of the principal cen- 
tres is all hut stopped. Famine and 
sickness have already appeared. 
Terror has Settled down upon multi- 
tudes of the women and children 
even in places as yet untouched hy 
the German artny. Numbers of 
refugees, among them many aged 
and iufirni, driven from their homes 
by one cause or another, wander 
from place to place like sheep with- 
out a shepherd. And over all there 
are the daily alarms of war and the 
nameless dread which paralyzes until 
at last it breaks the heart.

I 
am tncrely pointing that that on 
CTCiy hand there is compassion for 
Belgium and its people, and on tbat 
ground alone I hope that I may ask 
our friends to help us to do what we 
can to alleviate some of those 
people's sofferings. 

I iniist say in this connection that 
I consider it far better to help tbcm 
in their own country than to bring 
them here, wlierp, in the nature of

I coidd not possibly turn away, even ■ 
if 1 would. 

But, more than this. Those who

The mode of " this— the way in 
which the Holy Ghost does it— may 
be quite beyond our comprehension, 
but the fact is there, as far beyond 
dispute as .with the assurance of the 
blind man, wbo said, "This one 
thing I know, that whereas once I 
was blind, now X see," 

3. — Then 1 also used the word 
"results,*' as indicating a class of evi- 
dence without which all other pro- 
fessed experiences arc .but passing 
sentiments and sensations. In the 
character and life there must be re- 
sults in the shape of those holy 
fruits of which I have so frctiuoiitly 
spoken. 

In a. sense often described, and 
well understood, every child of God 
becomes at conversion the temple o£ 
"the Holy Ghost; we arc born of the 
Spirit; enlightened by the Spirit; 
our spiritual life fs sustained by the 
Spirit. The fruits of the Spirit arc 
therefore manifest in a greater or 
lesser degree, but the advantage lo 
the entirely sanctified is that not 
only is the fruit-bearing power in- 
creased, hut fruits of an opposite 
.^character are absent. In other words, 
the fuliy-sanctificd man is "filled 
with the Spirit." The fruits of 
righteousness, which arc by Jesus 
Christ, arc abundant iu him. 
Spiritual Fruit. 

To illustrate my meaning, take 
one passage rcLiting to that spirit- 
ual fruit described by the word love. 
"We know that we have paSiL-u from 
death Unto life, because we- love the 
brethren." Now, of course, that 
eomesinto ope-^tion at conversion; 
hut in the fully ictified this is love 
without adniijct^ pure fove, with- 
out any fccJinp % 'scd to lore. Wc 
can soon test ourselves. Thinli of 
love in the forgiveness of^inj'urj-; 
the love v,'hich "thinkcth no evil," 
"envieth not," the lovcwhich "worfc- 
cth uo ill to his neighbour." Where 

uncharitabloncs-^ come in? Pride, 
passion, sclf-aascrlion, and such 
tilings UL-iuiig not io uie rcsulU 01 
sanetification; the oppo^iics .nrc 
found in those who bring forth 
"fruits unto holiness." 

I beard a good woman quote a pas- 
sage with an apftlication of ber own 
which is Irui: 111 point of fact, even 
if not the precise meanEn^ of the 
original writer. "Great peace have 
they which love Thy law. and iiolEi- 
ing shall offend them." She meant, 
literally, that, however she might be 
"pained by the v;o!-ds or actions of 
' those about her. she would not l*c 
"offended." This is a pretty high 
class oi result, for nolhJHg is more 
common than the readiness to take 
offence. But this refusal to take 
ofifcnce is, with the other fruits, 
clear proof that the heart and life 
arc sanctified. So I might work out 
this law of results. These s.impics 
will, however, indleatc my line of 
tcachillif. 

Now. coming back to my thoupht 
at the beginning— the necessity for 
"Surencss" in ri.'i,ard to religion, and 
especially in the experience of Holi- 
ness — let me ask, Where are wc
